Program and Curriculum. In 1989-90, including the Summer 
of 1989, the Institute offered 23 courses and 4 tutorials 
to a total number of 541 students, amounting to 1623 
student credits. Our courses are 3 credit courses. On 
the average there were 23 students in each course. 


The enrollment in the various Women’s Studies programs 
was as follows: Major: 85, Minor: 14, Certificate: 7, 
for a total number of 106 students. Eight students will 
graduate from the three programs at the Spring 
convocation. 


Faculty. Dr. Sherene Razack was appointed for a two-year 
term. Dr. Razack received her Ph.D. in Education from 
OISE. 


Quality of Students. Several of our students received 
recognition in various forms for their outstanding 
academic work: 


Ms. Deborah Vanslet received the Marjorie S. Dewitz 
Bursary. This bursary is given to a student doing a 
double degree in both Women’s Studies and Political 
Science. 


Ms. Debra Aubin and Ms. Avis Anderson both received 
the Provost Scholarship. This award is given to a first 
year student. 


Ms. Penny Cadrain received the Mair Verthuy 
Scholarship. This scholarship is given to a student in 
the Women’s Studies program. 


Governance. There were two Council meetings this year to 
discuss routine academis and administration issues. 


Grants. Dr. Jo Vellacott received the prestigious Barton 
Award

the Newsletter this year. 


Physical Environment. The administration agreed to have 
the main offices (MU-102, 201-1, 201-3) painted.
